Moreover, extensive work is in progress for additional bases, Your 


tabastdtor wx here wtll be briefed on the detaiis. This Soviet action is 
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beine taken in direct contradfetion of Ur. Shruehchev's statements, cenifirred τὸ re 
pergonaliy even a few daye ago by Foreien Minister Gromyko, that only defensive 
weapons were being supplied Cube. 

You will recall that I etated publicly a month ago that "1f at any time 
the Commnist buildup in Cuba were to... beeome an offensive military base of 
sientficcnut capacity for the Seviet Union, σχεῖν then this country would do 
whatever must be done to protect its own security and that of its ak&ktemix atlies." 
An immediate nuclear quarentine, therefore, is necessery to prevent further 
offensive missiles inetalliations by the Soviet tawxe Government in Cube. I trust 


aleo that this action will lead to the elimination of the orfensive missiles

already in place. 


_ I have réld M. Khrushchev that I hope we c&n resume the path of peaceful 


negotiations. 
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I am also requesting an urgent meetine οὗ the United Nations Seeurity 
Council. I have asked Anbassador Stevenson to presant on behelf of the United 
States e resolution calling for the withdrawe! of missile bases and other offensive 
weapons in Cuba under the Ripervision of United & Neticnse observers. This would
